The  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Ongar  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  1938. 

The  statistics  appended  show  a very  satisfactory  state 
of  things.  Mortality  figures  are  low,  also  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  water  main 
extensions  to  parts  of  the  district  not  hitherto  supplied. 

A.R.P. 

The  organization  of  a casualty  service  has  occupied  a 
large  part  of  your  Medical  Officer’s  time,  thought  and 
energy.  The  Scheme  includes: — 

1.  A fixed  First  Aid  Post  in  Ongar. 

2.  A Mobile  Unit,  comprising  an  ambulance  carrying 
a Doctor  and  Nurse,  ready  to  go  to  the  scene  of  a 
disaster  and  treat  casualties  on  the  spot  or  at  the 
nearest  F.A.  Point. 

3.  A number  of  F.A.  Points  in  outlying  villages,  where 
F.A.  requisites  will  be  kept  and  immediate  attention 
given  to  casualties. 

4.  Recruiting  and  training  personnel  for: — 

(a)  Attendance  at  F.A.  Fixed  Post. 

(b)  Attendance  at  F.A.  Points. 

(c)  Stretcher  bearers. 

(d)  Ambulance  drivers. 

5.  Ear-marking  and  converting  for  use  as  ambulances 
suitable  vehicles. 

6.  Obtaining  services  of  owner-drivers  of  cars  for 
sitting  cases. 

The  Scheme  is  now  nearing  completion.  Some  gaps  in 
personnel  remain,  but  efforts  are  being  made  to  fill  them.

Abridge. 

In  some  of  these  a connection  to  the  water  main  will 
be  ‘ necessary.  In  these  arrangements  I have  been  much 
assisted  by  the  A.R.P.  Officer  and  Mrs.  Nimmo,  the  Com- 
mandant of  the  local  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross.

A Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  fortnightly  in  the  Parish 
Room,  Abridge,  and  another  at  Chipping  Ongar  was  opened 
April,  1927.  Clinics  are  held  in  connection  with  these.

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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General.  A Nurse  is  maintained  in  Ongar  by  volun- 
tary subscriptions.  The  five  District  Nurses  do  a good 
deal  of  nursing  apart  from  maternity  work.  Grants  are 
made  by  the  Council  to  the  Nursing  Association. 

Measles.  In  case  of  an  epidemic  the  M.O.H.  has  power 
to  employ  a temporary  nurse  for  the  care  of  patients  in 
their  homes. 

Occasional  severely  complicated  cases  go  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Chemical  Work.  No  special  arrangement.  The  M.O.H. 
examines  samples  of  water  for  fitness.  42  examinations 
are  done  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Half 
of  these  were  satisfactory. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Several  extensions  of  main  water  supply,  notably  at 
Fyfield,  Willingale,  Norton  Mandeville  and  Doddinghurst, 
have  been  made  during  the  year.  Over  7 miles  of  water 
mains  have  been  laid.  All  the  work  is  now  finished  or 
nearing  completion.

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Supply  is  constant  and  satisfactory.  The  water  is 
derived  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Sawbridgeworth 
and  on  analysis  has  been  found  pure. 

The  parishes  of : —

are  mostly  dependent  on  shallow  wells  for  supply.  Isolated 
cottages  often  have  no  well  and  either  use  surface  water 
near  to  hand  or  obtain  water  by  consent  of  neighbours  at 
some  distance.  There  are  168  such  cases  or  roughly  7% 
of  all  cottages. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A new  disposal  plant  for  modern  treatment  of  Ongar 
Sewerage  is  now  completed  and  in  working  order  at  Stan- 
ford Rivers  and  recent  tests  have  shown  efficient  working 
in  purification. 

These  works  receive  sewerage  from  Chipping  Ongar, 
Shelley,  High  Ongar,  and  a large  part  of  Stanford  Rivers 
with  facilities  for  drainage  of  Stondon  Massey  and 
Kelvedon  Hatch  by  further  extensions. 

They  represent  a great  step  forward  in  the  sanitation 
of  the  District. 

The  Abridge  sewage  works  continue  to  provide 
satisfactory  purification. 

At  Moreton  the  sewage  is  treated  by  continuous  filtra- 
tion through  gravel  beds  and  is  quite  often  satisfactory, 
though  this  village  should  be  connected  to  Ongar  Sewer. 

At  Blackmore  the  old  contact  beds  are  still  in  exis- 
tence. There  is  no  doubt  that  new  works  are  required  here 
and  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Engineer  for  pre- 
paration of  a scheme. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  general  policy  where  there  are  no  sewers  is  to 
provide  houses  with  pail  closets  and  to  convert  existing 
privies  to  pail  closets.

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House-Refuse  Collection. 

Chipping  Ongar,  Greensted,  High  Ongar  and  Shelley 
house  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  the  refuse  being  disposed 
of  by  burial  in  a disused  gravel  pit.  Ashbins  (moveable) 
are  used,  there  being  no  fixed  receptacle.  The  contents  are 
removed  by  covered  motor  van.

Milk  Supply 

A general  supervision  is  exercised  over  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  as  to  cleanliness  and  construction.  Milk  for  sale 
is  also  tested  for  cleanliness.  168  samples  have  been  taken 
during  the  year. 

The  Essex  County  Council  take  samples  of  Milk  for 
biological  examination  for  tubercle  from  farms  in  the  dis- 
trict. This  supervision,  with  consequent  action,  has  led  to 
a diminution  of  tubercle  in  milk.

The  year  has  been  characterised  by  low  incidence  of 
infectious  disease.  The  Schick  test  has  been  used  and  im- 
munization carried  out  on  children  coming  to  the  L.C.C. 
Children’s  Homes,  Ongar. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  and 
freely  used  on  occasion. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to 
the  Counties  Laboratory,  Queen  Victoria  Street. 
Examinations  are  paid  for  by  the  County  Council.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ongar  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938  in  the 
usual  form. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  now  eleven  bakehouses  in  this  district,  which 
are  frequently  inspected.  During  the  year  149  inspections 
were  made  and  no  complaints  were  found. 

Camping. 

A large  number  of  camps  are  existing  during  summer 
months,  particularly  in  the  parish  of  Lambourne.  Frequent 
visits  are  paid  to  the  sites  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
the  drinking  water  and  sanitation. 

Drains  and  Sewers. 

As  in  previous  years  all  new  drainage  works  and  sewer 
connections  are  tested  with  smoke  or  water  before  being 
used. 

Twenty-three  connections  to  the  new  sewer  have  been 
made,  including  10  combined  drainage  systems. 

Several  connections  have  also  been  made  to  the  Hoe 
Lane  extension  and  to  the  old  sewer. 
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The  sewage  outfall  works  at  Abridge  and  Stanford 
Rivers  are  both  working  satisfactorily.  Samples  of 
effluent  taken  from  the  works  by  the  Essex  County  Coun- 
cil have  the  following  results: —

Total  Sewage  for  1938 : — 42,354,000  gallons. 
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Disinfection. 

Infectious  cases  are  immediately  removed  to  hospital 
except  in  special  circumstances  where  permission  is  given 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  patient  to  be  nursed 
at  home.  Where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  considers 
advisable,  disinfection  of  the  infected  premises  is  carried 
out.  In  other  cases  the  householder  is  given  written  in- 
structions to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936. 

I have  continued  the  systematic  inspection  of  the  whole 
of  the  district,  under  the  above  Act,  which  relates  to  the 
survey  and  measurement  of  houses  with  a rateable  value  of 
£12  per  annum  and  under.  The  number  inspected  during 
1938  was  74.  The  number  of  formal  notices  issued,  in- 
structing owners  to  carry  out  certain  minor  repairs  was  41. 
Seven  Clearance  Areas  and  two  Demolition  Orders  have 
been  recommended  by  me,  comprising  15  houses  and  3 huts. 

No  overcrowding  was  found  during  the  year. 

House  Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council  have  their  own  refuse  lorry  and  employ  a 
loader  and  driver  to  carry  out  the  collection  of  house 
refuse.  A man  is  also  in  charge  of  the  controlled  tips. 

Hard  and  soft  house  refuse  is  collected  in  the  following 
Parishes: — 

Weekly:  Chipping  Ongar,  High  Ongar,  Greensted  and 
Shelley. 

Fortnightly:  Village  of  Abridge.

During  1938  an  average  of  26  tons  of  rubbish  was 
collected  weekly. 
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Milk  Supply. 

Milk  producers  and  Traders  are  registered  and  their 
premises  are  frequently  inspected.  Advice  is  given  and 
samples  of  milk  are  taken  to  ascertain  if  the  milk  produced 
is  clean.

One  licence  is  issued  annually  for  the  sale  of 
Accredited  Milk  in  a shop. 

Two  licences  to  retail  “ Pasteurised  ’’  and  two  licences 
to  retail  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk  are  issued  yearly.

Petroleum  Acts,  1926-1936. 

Licences  are  granted  yearly  under  a scale  of  charges 
varying  in  fees  according  to  the  quantity  stored. 

All  premises  are  inspected  as  to  safety  before  a 
licence  is  granted  or  renewed.  The  law  requires  that  an 
efficient  fire  extinguisher  must  be  provided  where  petrol  is 
stored  above  ground.

Rat  Destruction. 

Destruction  of  rats  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  refuse 
dumps  has  always  been  carried  out  at  intervals.  Personal 
advice  and  assistance  is  given  to  persons  who  apply. 

Rat  posters  are  fixed  up  every  year  in  the  District. 
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Schools. 

Schools  are  visited  and  any  complaints  are  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Managers,  who  usually  put  matters  in 
order. 

Two  school  lavatories  have  been  converted  from  pail 
closets  to  water  closets.  At  Moreton  School  the  connection 
has  been  made  with  the  main  sewer.  At  Stapleford  Abbotts 
an  adequate  drainage  system  has  been  installed. 

The  water  supply  at  the  Willingale  School  was  polluted 
and  I found  that  the  cause  was  that  the  school  lavatory 
pails  were  emptied  near  the  well.  The  ground  was  thor- 
oughly cleaned  up  round  the  well  and  a wholesome  supply 
is  now  available. 


Shops  Act,  1934. 

Shops  are  frequently  visited  and  advice  is  given  re- 
garding cleanliness,  food  storage  and  ventilation. 

12  lbs.  corned  beef  was  surrendered  in  1938. 

Two  seizures  of  bacon  were  made  during  1938. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  six  registered  and  11  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  my  district,  also  one  knacker’s  yard. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  meat  and  other  foods, 
and  slaughterhouses  are  visited  regularly  and  advice  is 
given  to  traders  as  to  cleanliness,  storage  and  sanitation. 

Occasional  killing  of  pigs  only  is  allowed  on  unlicensed 
premises  providing  approval  is  obtained  and  written  per- 
mission is  given. 

21  slaughtermen  are  licensed  with  the  Local  Authority 
and  the  use  of  the  humane  killer  is  in  force  on  all  animals. 

The  following  meat  was  surrendered  during  1938 : — 

Pigs:  Two  whole  carcases,  21  heads  and  23  offals. 

Beef:  2 whole  carcases,  1 head,  1 tongue,  1 pair  lungs.
